WASHINGTON, Jan. 30,—The 
Federal Reserve Board ordered 
about $1,500,000,000 of idle bank 

funds “locked up” today to check 
potential inflationary expansion of 
credit, 

The Board announced a 33 1-3 per 
cent increase in required reserves 
—the funds which must be held as 
backing for bank deposits. This is 

‘the maximum increase permitted 
by the law. 

The action meant that $1,500,000,- 
000 of excess funds, now unused, 
must be added to the mandatory 

' peserves and thus can not be used 
as the basis for credit inflation. 

The effect of the order was to 
“lock up” or “freeze” the greater 
portion of the excess re- 
serves, which total $2,150,000,000. 

One-half of the 33 1-8 per cent 
increase will become effective 
March i, the remaining half. on 

. May 1.

Two Negroes who killed Clarence 
Wilsman Friday night in an at- 
tempted street holdup were caught 
yesterday as the result of the 
astute investigation of special of- 
ficers of the Laclede Avenue Po- 
lice Station. 

A sawdust-flecked hat that one of 
them dropped when they fled, leav- 
ing Wilsman, shot through the 
chest, on the sidewalk of South 
Jefferson avenue, near Scott ave- 
nue, was the clew that led to the 
arrest and confessions of Booker 
T. Washington, 21 years old, 2245 
Randolph street, and Charles Peter- 
gon, 18, 319 South Twenty-first 
street. 

Reasoning that the owner of the 
soiled brown felt hat found 15 feet 
from the body was likely a planing 
mill worker, Special Officers Rich- 
ard Jerebek and John Buck short- 
ly after the body was found went 
to a neighborhood tavern which 
numbered among its customers a 
group of Negroes employed at the. 
Murphy. Planing Mill, at the foot 
of Cherokee street. 

Fellow Workers Identify Hat. 


Several fellow workers identified 
the hat as one worn by Washing- 
ton, and named Peterson as his 
close friend and associate, The Hat. 
also was identified by Washington’s 
mother, who told the. policemen 
that that her son had returned 
home the night of the shooting 
without it. 

When taken into custody, at 
prisoners were questioned by Po- 
lice Captain James Mitchell, who 
finally gained admissiogg from both 
that Peterson had fired Wils- 
man when he ‘moved: his ‘ as 
though to resist when the Negroes 
tried to rob him.

Mindful of the pitiful circum- 
stances in which about a dozen 
babies have been born in the emerg- 
ency hospitals, with nothing more 
than pasteboard buxes or upturned 
washing machine tops to serve as 
cribs, those in charge of the refu- 
gee centers have been making every 
effort to get expectant mothers to 
regular hospitals. Ambulances from ‘ 
St. Louis are available for their 
transportation. 

A Red Cross census completed to- 
night showed there were 3100 refu- 
gees at Sikeston, 2500 at East 
Prairie and 3800 at Charleston. In 
the emergency hospital at Sikeston 
there were 75 patients; at Charles- 
ton, 70, and at East Prairie, 10. A 
new refugee center is to be opened 
tomorrow at Benton, to relieve 
overcrowding at Sikeston.

Contributions to the St. Louis Red 
Cross flood relief fund last night 


totaled $154,282, or 65 per cent of 
the $237,000 sought. 

With collections in the public 
schools about 60 per cent complete, 
Supt. Henry J, Gerling announced 
that $4359 had been received from 
School Board employes and pupils. 

Another contribution yesterday 
was $2629 received by radio station 
KMOX from many listeners and 
turned over to the Red Cross. Em- 
ployes of Famous-Barr Dry Goods 
Co. contributed $1562.

Volunteer Workers. 

More than 300 volunteer workers 
under the direction of Mrs. Clifford 
Gaylord have been giving full time 
service to the St. Louis Chapter of 
the Red Cross in ite flood relief 
work for the last week.

The number of refugee camps in 
Missouri, Iilinois and Arkansas has 
been increased to 116 with estab- 
lishment of 21 new ones.

HOOVER CONFIDENT MISSISSIPPI 
LEVEE SYSTEM IS ADEQUATE 


Thinks Costly Lesson of 1927 Flood 
Prepared Valley for Current 
High Water. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30. — Former 
President Herbert: Hoover expressed 
the opinion today the Mississippi 
Valley has been prepared for the 
current high waters by the “costly 
but valuable lesson” of the great 
1927 flood. Mr. Hoover, then secre- 
tary of commerce, directed the 
task of relief among the more than 
700,000 victims of the deluge 10 
years ago.

HE irial of Karl Radek and his 16 co-defendants charged with 
treason against the.Soviet Government has caused numerous ques- 
tions to arise if the mind of the outside world. For instance, are

Now these questions 


any of them, but a measure of explanation is possible at least in some 


instances. 

First, has the present trial dis- 
closed any documentary evidence 
against Leon Trotsky, evidence in 
black and white such as might be 
expected by an American jury if 
the exile, now in Mexico, were be- 
ing judged by it? 


No Documentary Evidence. 

There has been no evidence of 
this kind. The only documentary 
evidence introduced was a letter 
and a photostatic copy of another 
letter which Ivan Kniazev, former 
Southern Urals railroad chief and 
one of the defendants, said he re- 
ceived in 1935 and 1936 from 
“Mr. X,” a Japanese, instructing 
Kniazev in matters of sabotage. 
Otherwise the evidence in general 
and that against Trotsky in par- 
ticular was oral. It consisted in 
Trotsky’s being linked with the 
defendants through purported 
conversations with him that they 
have confessed to, and instruc- 
tions they say they received from 
Trotsky’s son, Leon Sedoy. Also, 
Viadimir Romm, formerly Wash- 
ington correspondent for Izvestia, 
told the court that he carried five 
letters between Trotsky and Ra- 
dek. A letter said to have been 
sent to Radek from Trotsky was 
extensively quoted in the indict- 
ment in the present trial, but its 
text comes from Radek’s memory 
and was included in his confes- 
sion. Of course, the alleged 
Trotsky-Radek letters have never 
been found and if they existed it 
is hardly reasonable to believe 
that so experienced a revolution- 
ary as Radek would have failed to 
destroy them. And it must be re- 
membered that the other leaders 
of the plot were as experienced as 
Radek. 


Reasons Against Extradition. 


Another question frequently 
asked by persons who look upon 
the trial objectively, by doubters, 
and by Trotskyites as well, is: If 
Trotsky is guilty why does the So- 
viet Union make no effort to ex- 
tradite him? 

Qualified observers here say 
that Trotsky is not extraditable 
on any charge due to the simple 
fact that he is no longer a citi- 
ten of the Soviet, since he was 
exiled by this country. It will. be 
remembered that last September, 
when the Soviets demanded that 
Norway send him away, the Soviet 
Government made no claim for his 
Teturn to Russia. 

The confessions of the defend- 


‘nts both during the trial of last. 


summer and the present one have 
of course led to considerable per- 
Dlexity outside of this country. 
Apparently the Soviets are well 
aware of this. 

To begin with, why did the pris- 
ners confess, confess in some 
“ases in such entirety when they 
Must have had good reason to be- 
lieve that the firing squad awaited 
them? 

During the present trial Andrey 
L. Vishinsky, the prosecutor, has 
been at pains to ask all witnesses 
this question. And the answers of 
the defendants were either that: 
they confessed because others al- 
ready had, or that they knew their 
‘use was lost and there was DO 
Use holding out any longer. 

Along with this question Vishin- 
sky asked them how they had been 
treated while in jail, +

The situation in the court here 
is such that the defendants could

fessions had they wished, but not 
one of them showed the slightest 
desire to do so. Furthermore, of- 
ficials said the prisoners were free 
to make such repudiation. 
simply didn’t do it: 

And, continuing with the con- 
fession, how long were the de- 
fendants in custody before they 
told their stories? 

This varied; some confessed 
within a few weeks, others held 
out for as long as eight months. 
Radek made his confession after 
three months in prison. 


Theories on Confessions. 

Neutrals outside of Russia, hon. 
estly attempting to examine the 
evidence and circumstances of the 
trials, have asked if the defend- 
ants might have confessed in an 
effort to save their families, bas- 
ing their query on their under- 
standing that under Soviet law the 
families of persons guilty of trea- 
son also are considered guilty and 
can be punished. -« 

In the first place the where- 
abouts of none of the families of 
these present defendants with the 
possible exception of Gregory Pia- 
tikov’s wife, is known at this 
time: Further, the punishment 
which can be meted out to the 
defendants’ families under Soviet 
law is confiscation of their prop- 
erty. But as under the Soviet’s 
economy individuals are permitted 
little if anything more than their 
immediate personal properties, 
this penalty is not so severe as it 
might sound at first blush. Also, 
one of the defendants, Stanislav 
Antonovich Rataichak, is a Ger- 
man, a former war prisoner who 
elected to remain in Russia; an- 
other, Ivar Josef Grashe, was born 
in old Austro-Hungary (he testi- 
fied he had been a spy for 16 
years), and one of the witnesses 
was. another German, Alexander 
Stein, a mining engineer, under 
arrest but not on trial. It cannot 
be learned at this time whether 
these men have families, ‘either 
here or in Central Europe. 

Some interpreters of the trials 
attribute the damaging testimony 
the prisoners gave against them- 
selves to the Asiatic temperament, 
which in this instance, at least, 
apparently is not understandable 
to European and American minds. 
This theory would hardly hold 
true for the Germanic confessors.

Various phases of attempte dapplication of 
the sanctions and penalties provided for in 
the act will be considered when the Supreme 
Court hears arguments, set for the week of 
Feb. 8, in the five cases brought up from 
the appellate courts. In two of these cases 
the powers sought to be exerted under the 
act were upheld, and in three they were 
sweepingly denied. 

In still another case, so recently decided 
that: it is met befere the Supreme Court on 
appeal, the court of appeals at San Fran. 
cisco joined three other courts of equal 
rank in denying validity of the powers 


Board under the Wagner Act. It is suffi- 
ciently close to the others in principle to 
raise no issues not already before the Su- 
preme Court. 


Theory and Stated Aims 

Virtually involved in the pending appeals 
is the New Deal theory of providing the 
‘‘more abundant life’ by national legislation. 
At issue, and backed by union labor organiza- 
tions and a great weight of.“liberal’’ opinion, 
is a comprehensive scheme for collective bar- 
gaining by compulsion with a Federal board 
empowered to take jurisdiction in disputed 
cases and enforce, through the courts if nec- 
essary, its orders affecting wages; hours and 
various conditions of employment. | 

Supporters of this legislation, in general, 
expect it to bring shorter hours, higher wages, 
complete recognition of labor unions as sole 
agencies for collective bargaining; in short, 
@ more generous participation by employes 
in the fruits of their labor. ? 

Not content to rest faith in the law, al- 
though ardently supporting it, is a realis- 
tically-minded part of organized labor which 
recognizes the uncertainties of legal process 
as affecting economic issues. This group is 
typified by the organized employes of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation who have chosen a 
weapon they consider more direct and of 
demonstrated efficacy——the strike. 

The Wagner Act, setting up intricate ma. 
chinery for negotiation in labor disputes and 
for enforcement of findings of.a National 
Labor Relations Board, is predicated on the 
constitutional power of Congress to regulate 
interstate commerce. Taking a lesson from 
the Supreme Court’s unanimous decision in- 
validating the NRA, the writers of the La- 
bor Act were careful to make it say express- 
ly that its purpose was “to diminish the 
causes of labor disputes burdening or ob- 
structing interstate and foreign commerce.” 


Interstate-Intrastate 

But the real purpose of the sponsors of tbe 
act was to make it applicable to practically 
all employment, including that heretofore 
recognized, under Supreme Court decisions, 
as being purely iocal or intfastate in. its 
‘scope. Such is employment in manufactur- 
ing and mining and in distinctly local activi- 
ties as contrasted with that engaged in clear- 
‘ly defined activities of interstate commerce. 
‘In short,” said Judge Curtis D. Wilbur

Supreme Court’s Position.: 


The ruling opinion of the Court in this re- 
spect was reiterated in. knocking out such 
New Deal legislation as NRA, AAA and the 
Guffey Coal Act. The Court has repeatedly 
said that legislation under the commerce 
clause is valid only if the activities sought 
to be regulated directly affect iaterstate com- 
merce, and that remote and indirect effects 
cannot justify such legislation. 

The Court has clearly stated, for instance, 
that the facts that the raw material used by 
a manufacturer comes from other states, or 
that his product is destined for sale in inter- 
state commerce, do not. place the act of pro- 
duction under the regulatory power of Con- 
gress, Regulation of such local activities is 
a power reserved to the pee the Court has 
held, 

Obviously, adherence to this vie would 
leave the Act so restricted in its application 
that it would be of no practical value in 
bringing the ‘‘More abundant life’’ to the 
great mass of workers. , 

But the Act is being attacked even in the 
field of acknowledged interstate commerce 
on the ground that it infringes on a property 
right guaranteed by the Fifth Amendment 
—the right of contract.

Definitions are stated with the obvious 
purpose of trying to extend the scope of the 
law far beyond the earlier interpretations by 
the Supreme Court of what is meant by “‘in- 
terstate commerce.” The term “affecting 
commerce,’ used to bolster the law, is de- 
fined as meaning ‘“‘in commerce, or burden- 
ing or obstructing commerce or the free flow 
of commerce, or having led or tending to 
lead to a labor dispute burdening or ob- 
structing commerce or the frée flow of com- 
merce.” 


NLRB and Procedure. 

The National Labor Relations Board of 
three members appointed by the President is 
set up with broad authority to hear com- 
plaints in labor disputes, take testimony and 
report findings and issue orders based on the 
findings. These orders may be for employ- 
ers to “‘cease and desist’’ from certain listed 
“unfair” practices, or may take the positive 
form, as in some cases at issue, of command- 
ing restoration. of @ischarged employes to 
their old jobs with full pay for time lost. 

When an employer refuses to abide by an 
order, the board may apply to the appropri- 
ate United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for enforcement of its order. The board’s 
findings of fact shall be Gonelusive, if sup- 
ported by evidence, the law provides.

A New Arkansas Gag Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM hopeful the Post-Dispatch will 

once more lift its editorial voice in de- 

fense of free speech and academic free- 
dom in a neighboring state. I refer to 
the latest gag bill introduced in the 
House of representatives in Arkansas. 

“I have just received a copy of the bill 
(H. B. 148), introduced by Representative

‘which makes it a felony, punishable by 
imprisonment in “he penitentiery for five 
years, “to teach or instruct any group,

lence.” The bill further provides a similar

Associated with unemployment insurance in the 
social security program now being undertaken in this 
country is provision for old-age assistance. As long 
ago as 1908, Great Britafn established such a system. 
“In fhe United States, health insurance is not 
regarded fis an integral element in social secir- 
ity, but Great Britain has so considered it for 


Britain were under voluntary health insurance plans. 
The compulsory health insurance system which Great 
Britain established that year was preceded only by 
those of Luxemburg and Norway. Today, more than . 
35 per cent of the total population of Great Britain 
and more than 86 per cent of the employed popula- 
tion are insured for health. , 


regulating the hours or wages of either adults or 
children in industry. England blazed the trail for 
national labor legislation in 1802, with its Health 
and Morals of Apprentices Act. Within a few 
years, Parliament enacted laws limiting the hours 
of employment of women and children, providing na- 
tional inspection of factories and regulating employ- 
ment in dangerous trades and home work. Ignoring 
the merits of such legislation as applied to the United 
States, the fact remains that the conservative British 
embarked upon it more than a century ago. 

Early next month, the United States Supreme Court 
will hear arguments on the Wagner Labor Disputes 
Act, passed by the last Congress. Great Britain’s 
Industrial Court goes back to 1919. Collective bar- 
gaining was accepted in Great .Britain before its 
adoption in the United States; British trades union- 
ists, like Samuel Gompers, came to this country and 
helped establish it here. The Clayton Act, which was 
enacted to guarantee American workers such rights 
as freedom to picket peaceably, was passed in 1914. 
Great Britain established the right of its workers to 
picket nearly a decade earlier. ’ 
The conservative British, having thus passed radi- 
cal legislation against capital, turned around, after 
the general strike of 1926, ands passed equally radical 
legislation against labor, The British Trade Disputes 
Act of 1927 establishes a sharp distinction be- 
tween legal and illegal strikes, and forbids attempts 
to coerce the Government or strike activities which 
inflict hardship on a community, Only strikes which 
have for their object the furtherance of “a trade dis- 
pute within the trade or industry in which the strik- 
ers are engaged” are defined, as-legal, .Intimidafion 
by pickets is also forbidden. 

When the workmen’s compensation movement be- 
latedly got under way in the United States, Ameri- 
cans could look to England, where the payment of 
benefits to workers injured in industry had been 
established by law in 1897. 

’ * . 

Still another test of the inference that the British 
have been more conservative than Americans in mat- 
ters of economic and social policy lies in the field 
of taxation. And here there is further disillusion- 
ment. Great Britain made an income tax a perma- 
nent part of its tax system in 1874. The United 
States did not achieve a permanent tax on incomes 
until 1913—39 years later. England had an inher- 
itance tax by 1700. Duties on estates were yielding 
about 10 per cent of the total national tax revenue 
in Great Britain when the United States, in 1916, 
made a similar levy part of its tax system. 

Although the contrast between the British civil 
service and the America party spoils system is 
often remarked, it cannot be over-emphasized. Great 
Britain repudiated the patronage plan of filling gov- 
ernment offices as long ago as 1870—in Gladstone’s 
day. For a generation and more, merit and quali- 
fication have been the tests for holding positions in 
the public service of, Britain. Today, their complete 
acceptance provides a dignified and honorable career 
for some 400,000 citizens of Great Britain. That it 
is far wiser than our spoils system needs no pointing 
out; Great Britain does not know the waste and ‘in- 
efficiency and bureaucratic errors which ‘party pat- 
ronage has fastened on the United States. 

Consamer co-operation, which is hardly launched 
in the United States, was in existence as early as 
1827 in Great Britain. Today, between a third and 
a half of the family heads in Great Britain and Ire- 
land are in the consumers’ co-operative movement.

When Thomas Hart Benton was chosen to do the 
murals for Missouri’s capitol, there was uneasiness 
in some hearts and something like diabolical antici- 
pation in other impish souls. And Benton has not 
let. them down. He has:more than fulfilled both 
categories of expectation. His stuff has had a wide 
press which runs the emotional gamut from righteous 
indignation to pattering applause. . 

The saddest and the maddest note that we have 
seen has been struck by the Tulsa (Ok.)

IPHROUGHOUT Europe*and a vital part 


of the Orient, Governments are frenzied- 
ly pouring millions “into cannon, shot and 
shell,” Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
warned Congress, “instead of the stomachs 
of their people.” 
. The Secretary was guilty of no exaggera- 
tion when he added that economic collapse 
is “almost a certainty” within a year or two 
‘unless the guilty nations shift from their 
present policies. 

But that is easier said than remedied. A 
vast majority of their workers being occu- 
pied in war industries, the shift from war 
work to peace work will be extremely diffi- 
cult if unemployment on a vast scale is to 
be avoided. Given the high degree of tem 
sion already present abroad, the addition of 
millions of idle would be exceedingly dan- 
gerous, both to internal and external peace. 

The one thing which perhaps above all 
others would aid in this transformation is 4 
healthy world trade. If international com- 
merce could be set in motion along the lines 
advocated by President Roosevelt and his 
Secretary of State; therefore, it would at 
least facilitate the switch-over. 

Urging Congress to continue the admin- 
istration’s reciprocal] trade-treaty powers, the 
President said: 

“A policy designed to reduce excessive 
trade barriers and to establish equality of 
trade rights is a powerful instrument of 
economic appeasement and stability. It thus 
serves to strengthen the foundations of 
world peace.” We owe it to ourselves as 
well as to the rest of the world, he con- 
tinued, not to relax our efforts. In fact, 
he added, we dare not relax if our own in- 
dustry and agriculture are to regain thei? 
deserved place in international trade. 

Here, at least, is one field where we can 
co-operate with the rest of the world to the 
immeasurable. benefit of all concerned. 


APPROACHES TO FLOOD CONTROL. 
From the New York Times. 

OW often must the present tale of dew 

astatfon and anguish be repeated be 
fore at last the waters of the mightiest 
navigable streams on earth are under rea 
sonable control? 

“Build higher and stronger levees,” is the 
formula of thé cities. But the engineers 
know that levees, so far from preventing 
floods, actually endanger downstream set- 
tlements by concentrating the torrents. 

“Let us have more retention reservoirs, 
like those that have saved Dayton in the 
present emergency,” demands another grouP. 
But the engineers point to 60 tributaries of 
the Ohio, of which 13 are navigable, which 
must be held in check and then explain that 
reservoirs alone do not spell salvation. 

“Plant more forests and cover crops 
as to hold back the water and let it soak 
into the goil,” plead the conservationists. 
The plain truth is that there is no one way 
of holding back rivers as huge as the Mit 
sissippi, the Missouri, the Ohio and their 
many tributaries—no way to prevent floods. 

But a combination of levees, reservoirs,

GERMANY’S RIGHTS 


REGAINED, HE SAYS 


Nation Alone .to Decide! |

Adolf Hitler proclaimed today that 
on the fourth anniversary of his 
rise to power Germany had re 
gained its sovereignty with equal 
rights before the world. 

He spoke before a tumultuous 


Reichstag assembled for this pur- 
pose in the red-draped old Kroll 
opera house. The Reichstag meets 
only when Hitler calls it for special 
occasions of international charac- 
ter. It is composed entirely of na- 
tional Socialists since all opposi- 
tion parties in Germany have been 
abolished. Recently Hitler has said 
he would discontinue the Reichstag 
for a smaller body. 

Standing before a battery of 
gleaming microphones that carried 
his address to the nation and 
throughout the world, the Fuehrer 
(leader) declared “the time of so- 
called surprises is ended” by Nazi 
Germany. 

Hitler for the first time acknowl- 
edged Germany had obtained equal 
rights when he said: 

“As a state with equal rights, 
Germany, mindful of her European 
task, will loyally co-operate in solv- 
ing the problems which stir us and 
other nations.” 

Demands Colonies Return. 

He repeated Germany’s demand 
for return of its war-lost colonies 
but did not ask for new ones; he 
renounced a policy of isolation and 
cited the anti-Communist pact with 
Japan as an example of his willing- 
ness to co-operate with other na- 
tions; he offered pledges of neutral- 
ity to Belgium and the Nether- 
lands, and gave assurances of 
friendliness to France. 

He avowed Germany’s readiness 


B: to work with other nations for eco- 


nomic development, but added that 
the nation’s four-year plan for self- 
sufficiency must be continued. 

He expressed the view that there 
were only two forms -of govern- 
ment left to choose between: “Com- 
munism and Fascism. He said ac- 
tually the division into two fac- 
tions, not only of Europe but of 
the world is an accomplished fact. 


War Pact to Back Shelf. 


Then, brushing back the unruly 
lock of hair from his forehead, the 
Fuehrer declaimed: 

‘I hereby most solemnly with- 
draw the German signature from 
that (Versailles) declaration forced 
upon a weak government against 
its better knowledge—the declara- 
tion to the effect Germany was 
guilty of starting the World War.” 

“For the last time,” he said, the 
World War pact was relegated to 
& back shelf. 

(The clause which he renounced 
declared “Germany accepts the re- 
sponsibility of Germany and her 
allies for causing all the loss and 
damage to which the allied and as- 
sociated governments and their na- 
tionals have been subjected as a 
consequence of th: war imposed 
upon them by the aggression of 
Germany and her allies.”) 

There was a roar of applause. 
The uniformed Reichstag Deputies, 
Black Shirts and Brown, rose and 
shouted their “heils.” Whistling 
*pproval, they flung out tl-ir 
hands in the traditional Nazi salute. 
A few minutes before they had 
formally renewed fo> four years the 
dictatorial powers of the Fuehrer. 

Economic Needs Stressed. 

The speech, however, was calmer 
than last March 7, when the leader 
in bristling words announced re- 
militarization of the Rhineland—in 
Violation of the Versailles pact and 

Locarno security treaty. 

Today’s attack on Versailles. was 
more a formal requiem, because 
Germany already had rebuilt army, 
navy and air force and ‘resumed 
Control of inland waterways—all 
Violations of the peace pact. 

In his two-hour address, the

Ready to co-operate in economic 
discussion, the Chancellor empha- 
sized, however, that the four-year 
plan (of self sufficiency) must be 
continued, because of Germany’s 
urgent need.

“I do not believe ... that eco- 
nomic co-operation between peoples 
can succeed lastingly on any other 
plane save that of mutual exchange 
of goods. 

“Let there be no doubt, however, 
that our determination to carry out 
the four-year plan permits no 
change. The reasons which led to 
our decision are compelling. I have 
been able to discover nothing re- 
cently that might dissuade us.” 

Renewing his  anti-Bolshevist 
creed, the. Fuehrer said renewal of 
his dictatorial powers was neces- 
sary because of his fear tne “rest of 
Europe may become more infected 
with Bolshevism.” 

Dealing with British Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden’e request to 
Germany to join other nations in 
political and economic co-operation, 
Hitler continued: 

His Reply to Eden. 

“Mr. Eden may rest assured we 
will seize every opportunity to 
strengthen our economic relations 
with other peoples, and equally ev- 
ery possibility of improving and 
deepening the internal cycle of our 
economic life.” 

But, he added in reference to 
Eden’s desire that Europe not split 
into two factions, Fascism and 
Communism: “It seems to me that 
nobody in Europe—at least not for- 
merly, apparently had that desire. 
Today this desire is only an illu- 
sion. 

“For actually the division into 
two factions, not only of Europe 
but of the world is an accomplished 
fact.” 

Efforts to forestall that 
division years ago, he asserted, 
would have made unnecessary the 
Versailles Treaty. 

Rejects Arms Limitation. 

Some German disarmament pro- 
posals, the Chancellor avowed, 
“were answered by flat rejection. 
But others were answered by agree- 
ments which threw Soviet Russia’s 
gigantic power into the Central Eu- 
ropean sphere. 

“Eden talks about German re- 
armament and awaits a limitation 
of this rearmament. We ourselves 
once offered limitation, But it was 
wrecked because it was preferred 
to try by treaty, and in fact, to 
sluice the world’s greatest military 
power into Central Europe, rather 
than consider our offer.” 

(Hitler’s reference here to the 
world’s greatest military power 
means Russia, the treaty is the 
Russian-French pact and the

At its end, the leader of Germa- 
ny turned to his chief aid, Gen. Wil- 
helm Hermann Goering, President 
of the Reichstag, who had listened 
with rapt attention from his huge 
leather chair above and behind the 
Fuehrer, but at times peered 
through opera glasses at his wife, 
“Emmy,” the former actress, who 
had a box near by. e 

The General stepped forward 
amid the applause to end the ses- 
sion with an impassioned, lyrical 
tribute to his leader. Women wiped 
away tears of excitement. 

Hitler, who a little while before 
declared, “I, the Fuehrer, called by 
the confidence of thé people, came 
from the people,” sat with head 
bowed, elbows on his knees. At the 
end, he rose to return salutes and 
acknowleage cheers of his follow- 
ers. 

Goering, in his eulogy, also took 
occasion to deal with Soviet Russia 
in'a denial that any “responsible 
German Minister” had treated with 
Leon Trotsky or his alleged col- 
leagues as charged at the Moscow 
trial of Karl Radek and others, 
convicted yesterday of treason. 

The Soviet charges, Goering said, 
“are so absurd that they ought to 
find something more plausible.” 

Demonstration at Night. 

The Reichsfuehrer's day of cele- 
bration ended late tonight with a 
spectacular display as formations of 
torchbearers with bands marched 
past the Chancellory, where Hitler 
stood on a balcony with floodlights 
plying on him. 

Ten thousand persons gathered 
in the Wilhelmplatz in spite of the 
biting winds acclaimed the leader 
frantically as he took the salutes 
of the marchers.

NAZIS BAR GERMANS FROM 
ACCEPTING NOBEL PEACE PRIZE 


BERLIN, Jan, 80.—Nazi Germany 
today forbade any German hence- 
forth to accept the Nobel: peace 
prize. Gen. Herman Wiithelm 
Goering, closing his Reichstag 
speech, announced the decree, de- 
signed, he said, to prevent future 
Nazi “humiliation” through award 
of the international prize to a per- 
son who had been confined in 


prison for allegedly treasonable ut- 
terances 7 


Carl von Ossietzky, German pac- 
Mist, who spent three years in a 
concentration camp without trial, 
received the 1935 Nobel peace prize. 
The award was made in 1936. Suf- 
fering serious illness, he was re- 
leased from the camp only a few 


‘weeks before the award was an- 


nounced. Last week, authorities in 
Oslo released the $35,000 prize fund 
to representatives of von Ossietzky. 

Goering announced, as a substi- 
tute for the international awards, 
the foundation of a German na- 
tional prize for art and science. 
The prizes to be distributed an- 
nually to three outstanding Ger- 
man scientists, will amount to 
100,000 marks (about $40,000) each. 


STOCKHOM, Sweden,’ Jan. 30.— 
Germany’s bar on acceptance of a 
Nobel prize by a German will have 
no effect on the granting of awards 
by the Nobel Committe. Prof. Karl 
Manne Siegbahn, a committee mem- 
ber who won the prize for physics 
for 1924, said tonight the awrds 
would be made without regard for 
German laws, on the ground that 
no distinctions are possible between 
German and other scientists, 
Whether payment is possible is a 
matter between the winner and his 
government, however, Prof. Sieg- 
bahn added.

Court of Appeals upheld the view 
of the Labor Board that the dis- 
charged employe, because his work 
was concerned with. the collection 
and editing of news for transmis- 
sion throughout the United States, 
was engaged in interestate  com- 
merce, It also accepted the find- 
ing of the Board that he had been 
discharged because of activity in 
behalf of the American Newspaper 
Guild, a labor union, although the 
employer denied this was the cause 
of discharge. Because such  dis- 
charge was an “unfair practice,” 
as defined in the law, the employer 
was ordered to take him back and 
pay his salary for the time lost. 

The court’s opinion touched only 
lightly the issue of liberty and 
property rights as guaranteed by 
the Fifth Amendment, a point on 
which the Associated. Press had 
questioned: the constitutionality of 
the order commanding it rein- 
state its discharged employe, Mor- 
ris Watson, and pay him for the 
time he had not worked. On this 
the court said: 


“The order promulgated by the 
Board concerns protection of the 
right of self-organization under 
section 8 Due process under the 
Fifth Amendment has not be@n 
contravened by this legislation. In 
Nebbia v. New York (291 U. 8. 
502) the court said: “The Constitu- 
tion does not guarantee the unre- 
stricted privilege to engage in a 
business or to conduct it as one 
pleases.’ And, ‘The Fifth Amend- 
ment in the field of Federal activ- 
ity, and the Fourteenth as respect 
state action, do not prohibit gov- 
ernmental regulation for the public 
welfare. They merely condition the 
exertion of the admitted power by 
securing that the end shall be ac- 
complished by methods consistent 
with due process. And the guaran- 
ty of due process, as has often been 
held, demands only that the law 
shall not be unreasonable, arbi- 
trary or capricious, and that the 
means selected shall have a real 
and substantia] relation to the ob- 
ject sought to be attained’.” 
Contrary Decision in Like Case. 
The most recent of the cases de- 
cidei by a Court of Appeals, that 
of the Mackay Radio & Telegraph 
Co., at San Francisco, closely paral- 
lels the Associated Pres: case as 
to facts, but the judgment of the 
court is in direct conflict. The 
Labor Board ordered the Mackay 
company to take back and pay for 
time lost five employes who were 
found by the Board to have been 
discriminated against because of 
labor union activities. Four had 
been out on strike and were not 
taken back when the strike ended. 
The opinion in this case, writ- 
ten by Judge Wilbur and con- 
curred in as to the result, in a 
separate opinion, by Judge Math- 
ews, dealt exhaustively with the 
issue of liberty and property rights 
as guaranteed by the Fifth Amend- 
ment, and reachea a conclusion fiat- 
ly opposed to that of the court at 
New York. Said Judge Wilbur: 
“It is one thing to foster and 
encourage voluntary settlement of 
disputes as in the case of the Rail- 
way Labor Act of 1926 (which has 
been upheld by the Supreme Court) 
but quite another to compel the 
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To dominate or interfere with 
the formation or administration

A provision of the Labor Act 
which the court held violated the 
amendment is that which reads: 
“Representatives designated or se- 
lected for the purpose of collective 
bargaining by the majority of the 
employes in a unit appropriate for 
such purposes, shall be the exclu- 
sive representatives of all the em- 
ployes in such unit for the pur- 
poses of collective bargaining in 
respect to rate of pay, wages, hours 
of employment, or other conditions 
of employment.” 

Judge Gives Reasons. 

Expounding his views at length, 
Judge Wilbur said: 

“It is argued on behalf of the 
petitioner (the Labor Board) that 
as the right to bargain collectively 
is a well recognized right, Congress 
can protect that right. That is 
true, but in so doing Congress is 
at the threshold of private and per- 
sonal rights with which its power 
to interfere is limited by the Con- 
stitution. In that field the right 
of the individual is superior to the 
power of Congress, save in excep- 
tional cases. The right of Con- 
gress begins only where these in- 
herent and inalienable rights of the 
individual end. : 

“The right to bargain collective- 
ly, in its essence, is the right of a 
group of persons to select its own 
agents—an inherent right. When

HISTORY OF ART CRITICISM. By Lionel! 
Venturi. (E. P. Dutton & Co., New 


York.) 


ROF. VENTURIS: book is & 
to cultured Americans, 
for whom it was 

written. It will be of greatest value 
to advanced connoisseurs, critics, 
and philosophers. Nevertheless, 
anyone who to -riticise 
the arts will profit from it. 

The writers’ avowed is to 
arrive at the “one true judgment” 
of works of art, which he tries to 
discover through historical expe- 
rience. Of necessity such an ap- 
proach demands a critical analysis 
of the methods and principles of 
art critics from the earliest times 
to the present day. This criticism 
of the literature of art to which 
some three-quarters of the book is 
given, is by far the most erudite 


(Venturi has been work- 
ing in this field for more than 20 
years). He begins with Xenocrates 
in the third century B. C. and pre- 
sents an admirable survey of art 
criticism in classic times. The chap- 
ter on the Middle Ages is of par- 
ticular value, because the author 
not only appraises the writers on 
art but also extracts the critical 
opinions of Dante, Petrarch, and 
Boccaccio. There follow chapters on 


the Renaissance, the baroque, neo- 


classicism, romanticism, the ideal- 
istic philosophers, and finally, and 
most important, two chapters deal- 
ing with the critics@f past and con- 
temporary art in the nineteenth 
century.

The value of this survey is great, 
despite the fact that much of the 
material is available elsewhere. One 
regrets, however, that Venturi did 
not apply his method of deducing 
the critical opinions of the times to 
the art of the Low Countries in 
the fifteenth century. Indeed, he 
even omits the contemporary critics 
of Breughel, Rubens, and Rem- 
brandt, remarking that they applied 
“Ttalian ideas to the artists of their 
own countries.” This is true for 
the most part; yet since the art 
differs from Italian art, so must 
the results of the criticism differ. 

In the first and last chapters, 
Venturi gives his own theories of 
criticism. His most important con- 
clusions are: First, the art his- 
torian and critic must have taste in 
judging contemporary art, taste 
being intuitive experience, the feel- 
ing stage of criticism; secondly, he 


must be able to comprehend the 


artistic tastes of the past; and 


lastly, with the aid of this training 
in tastes, he must distinguish be- 
tween that art which is merely in 


the taste of the time and that art 
which has enduring value.

PICTURING MIRACLES OF PLANT AND 
ANIMAL LIFE. By Arthur C. Pillsbury. 
(J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadeiphia.) 


RTHUR PILLSBURY’S first 

book is the culmination of over 

30 years of experiment in spe- 
cialized photography. He was first 
notably successful with lapse-time 
photography, which his patience 
and mechanical skill developed to 
guch a degree that the portrayal of 
living, moving stories of plant and 
animal life were made possible on 
the screen. 

Starting his lapse-time work as a 
crusader for the preservation of 
wild flowers in our national parks, 
he gave illustrated lectures on the 
assumption that to know flowers is 
to love them. His method has 
carried him into such varied fields 
as microscopic motion pictures, 
under-sea work, color methods, X- 
ray movies, of which he is the in- 
ventor, and into the infant industry 
of chemical farming. 

The book is generous with details 
of procedure and cost of equipment, 
and will.no doubt be a challenge 
to amateur and professional pho- 
tographers alike. However, it is 
much more than a handbook. The 
chapters on flowers will be of gen- 
eral, interest, for the author’s en- 
thusiasm is contagious, and the 
reader feels the drama of life as 
revealed through the camera lens.

Of especial interest is the work 
Mr. Pillsburg has done in growing 
plants without soil or cultivation. 
He goes quite thoroughly into the 
intricacies of this back-yard farm- 
ing, even giving chemical formulas, 
nor does he ‘apologize for straying 
so far from the original subject.

ENRIETTA MARIA, a beauty 
Hs France, came over to En- 
gland at the age of 15 as the 
wife of Charles I and contributed 
to his downfall by arousing deep 
antagonisms among a people who 
had little use and slight respect for 
their Queen’s qualities.

M When~ Chekhov wrote 
those words to a friend, per- 
haps he described not only his own 
state, but that of all Russia in his 
time, a border state between sleep 
and wakefulness, with its phantas- 
magoria of tangled ideas and emo- 
tions, its groping with incomplete 
awareness of that which was being 
sought. His contemporaries mostly 
seethed with political and social 
emotions. ,Chekhov depicted the 
tragedy and melancholy of life; 
cemeteries were an obsession with 
him. 


* The author of this biography uses 
the subtitle: “The Voice of Twilight 
Russia.” Though befuddled and 
drowsy, it was rather an awakening 
Russia, speaking through Chekhov, 
as well as Dostoievsky, Gogol,Gorky 
and the others who preceded or fol- 
lowed them. Chekhov differed from 
them in one essential; he dissected 
character and described futility, but 
never sought to explain the “why” 
of things. And since “why?” was 
Russia’s great question, Chekhov 
was subjected to severe criticism 
and misunderstanding. His early 
stories were favorably received, but 
when “The Sea Gull” was first pro- 
duced in St. Petersburg it was hoot- 
ed off the stage, and not until its 
“mood” was interpreted by the Mos-

cow Art Theater did his plays re- 
ceive recognition as great works. 

Born the son of a small-town gro- 
cer in 1860, Chekhov's early life was 
one of suffering and hardship, light- 
ened only by occasional escapades. 
At 16 he was thrown on his own re- 
sources, but by tutoring he man- 
aged to keep on with his studies at 
the Gymnasium. In his seventeenth 
year the foundation was laid for 
tuberculosis that ended his life in

In 1879 he joined his family in 
Moscow, and to help support it, con- 
tributed to various humorous peri- 
odicais, usually under the name of 
“Antosha Chekhonte.” He also 
studied medicine at the university, 
but on completing his course, ill 
health forced him to continue his 
literary career. He attained first 
recognition as.a playwright in 1889 
with the successful production of 
“Ivanov,” although it was in “The 
Sea Gull” and “The Cherry Garden” 
(incorrectly “The Cherry Orchard,” 
the author insists) that his full 
genius appeared. 

“Anton Chekhov” is a thorough 
work, but in much of its handling so 
typically Russian, so much in 
“mood,” as to be an analysis of the 
subject, rather than a biography. 
Pincess Toumanova dissects Chek- 
hov as Chekhov dissects his charac- 
ters. Which may, after all, be the 
best way of handling the matter.

Failure of other groups to follow 
the lead of steels and motors was 
disturbing to some analysts, who 
interpreted this as reflecting a feel- 
ing of traders that other.sectors of 
the market may have advanced too 
fast in the past.

CRIMINAL ACTION ' 


Chhieo ‘daa Com- 
ments After Electric 
Bond & Share Loses Fed- 
eral Court Contest.

WASHINGTON, Jan .30.—James 
M.. Landis, Securities Exchange 


Commission chairmen, threatened 
today to take “criminal action” 
against public utility holding com- 
panies which refuse to register 
with the commission as required 
by the New Deal's holding com- 
pany act. 

He warned the companies to ig- 
nore the advice of “their Liberty 
League lawyers,” among whom he 
named John W. Davis. By their 
“spurious advice,” he said, these 
lawyers were doing great injury to 
the companies’ stockholders, be- 
cause the concerns cannot sell se- 
curities in interstate commerce un- 
less they register. 

The act of which he spoke calls 
for regulation of the holding com- 
panies and the elimination of those 
deemed “unnecessary.” It also aims 
to restriot the field of operations 
of some others. As a first step 
toward regulation, the concerns are 
required to register, but many have 
refused to do so on the ground that 
the act is unconstitutional. 

Landis’ remarks were occasioned 
by a victory the SEC won in New 
York Federal Court yesterday. 
Judge Julian W. Mack ordered the 
Electric Bond & Share Co. to reg- 
ister. 

The SEC chairman declared that 
“we will proceed with criminel ac- 
tion against unregistered companies 
once the Supreme Court concurs 
in Judge Mack's decision.” 

“Judge Mack’s decision leaves no 
excuse for holding companies not 
to register now,” he said, “unless 
they want to say the Supreme 
Court hasn’t passed upon it. 

“If they don’t register they are 
costing stockholders vast amounts 
of money by being hamstrung in 
the business in which they are sup- 
posed to be engaged. 

“They are committing a great 
tragedy if they don’t put theri 
stockholders ahead of the advice 
of their Liberty League lawyers.” 
Then he mentioned Davis, counsel 
for the Edison Electric Institute. 


TAXICAB COMPANY DROPS SUIT 
AGAINST INSURANCE ORDINANCE 


Head of Careful Co. Decided to 
Comply With Regulations, 
His Attorney Says. 

A suit filed by the Careful Cab 
Co., a Negro taxicab concern, seek-

Since the insured mortgage sys- 
tem of the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration was inaugurated here the 
latter part of January two years 
aco, financial institutions through- 
Pout the eastern half of Missoyri 
jending insurable funds under this 
program have had insured $10,261,- 
995 in home mortgages through the 
St. Louis office. 

In 1935, 698 home mortgages were 
insured amounting to $3,390,705. In 
1936, 1587 home mortgages were in- 
ured, amounting to $6,871,290, show- 
ing an increase of 889 cases amount- 
ing to $3,480,585. 

During 1935, out of the total dol- 
lar volume of home mortgages in- 
sured, $436,000 was for new con- 
struction. In 1936, new construc- 
tion mortgages mure than doubled, 
actual figures are $1,913,005. 

New construction in the district 
served by the St. Louis office has 
increased not only in dollar volume, 
but in the proportion. of insured 
loans to the total amount of per- 
mits issued by the various building 
epartments. During 1935 approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the amount of 
new construction work was insured 
by the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. In 1936 this proportion was 
increased to approximately 40 per 
cent of the amount of work done. 

Mass Production, : 

Mass production will be ome of 
the contributing factors to progress 
in the new construction field for 
1937. A contributing factor to this

Stores in ‘“‘Blighted’’ Areas 
Least Affected, Curt C. 
Mack Says. 


Commercial property retains in 
some measure its value even when 
the surrounding residential area be- 
comes blighted, according to Curt 
C, Mack, who spoke on appraising 
small business properties at a meet- 
ing of members of the American 
Institute of Real Estate Appraisers 
of the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards at the association's 
South Central regional convention, 
just concluded here. Mack cited 
a certain district in this city as 
his example. . 

“About a year ago an appraisal 
colleague and I were making a 
complete survey of a slum area in 
St. Louis,” Mack. said. “The dis- 
trict was built up with 70-year-old 
tenements, many of them deterior- 
ated to a point where condemna- 
tion was not only n but 


ecessary 
imperative. Outside toilets, kero- 


sene lights and buildings saturated 
with filth, were the rule, with a 
clean house the exception. 
“Owners had long since failed 
to receive any return from these 
properties and serious tax delin- 
quencies were general... In fact, 
this is one of the districts where 
the cost of supplying essential mu- 
nicipal service is more than double 
the amount of taxes received by the 
municipality. However, I was in- 
terested to observe that every 
neighborhood store which had orig- 
inally been built in the district still 
lwas in operation. 
Values Declined. ; 
“True, store values had declined 
materially due to the decline in 
dollar value of sales, but the point 
is that all of the residential prop- 
erty in the area had been econom- 
ically dead for many years. There- 
fore, it seems logical to assume 
that a well located, suitably sized, 
small commercial property serv- 
ing established residential areas 
will have an economic life material- 
ly in excess of that enjoyed by 
typical residential properties. 
“Obsolescence, insofar as archi- 
tectural design, layout and change 
of fashions in stores, is so slight 
as to be almost undiscernible, and 
apparently can be almost entirely 
removed by store front remodeling 
and modernization. .. 
“Location always is. one of the 


most important considerations in 


appraising real estate. The social 
grade and income levels of the peo- 
ple occupying the accessible resi- 
dential areas, their number and the 
facility with which they can reach 
the small store, are the three im- 
portant factors which develop com- 
mercia] district values.”

Modern. Kitchen 
Is Now a Most 
Attraetive Room 


Brilliant Color and Devices 
That Give Illusion of Space 
Make Second Sitting Room 
of Workshop. 


Now one of the most interesting 
rooms in the house, the kitchen has 
figuratively come out of the kitchen 
and become a second sitting room. 
Its scientific system of meal-making 
also provides the time for the sit- 


ting. The pantry has been out- 
lawed and with it the idea that the 
kitchen must look like a factory. 
Air-conditioning and smokeless 
ranges encourage the homemaker 
to indulge in brilliant color. Paint 
plays an important part in the 
Youth Saving program. 

An attractive model kitchen fea- 
tures the modern tendency to 
“spread spaciness” by fostering il- 
lusion with lines, has walls of azure 
blue on which there are five nar- 
row, horizontal bands of chrome, set 
at intervals between black base- 
board and bluish-gray ceiling. A 
recessed cabinet with open shelves 
above, closed in storage space be- 
low, and drop-leaf table, is painted 
terra cotta. Shelf surfaces are blue, 
table top of darker blue trimmed 
with azure. The chrome based 
chairs have dark blue upholstery. 
Venetian blinds are tangerine with 
dark blue tapes. The dark gray floor 
has a novel semi-circular inset of 
steel blue near the sink, and two 
bands of gray leading from it to 
distant corners. i 

A room of deep contrasts is the 
kitchen with the black and cream 
figured floor covering, and cabinets 
painted tangerine with door pulls of 
black. Cabinet bases and base- 
board are black enamel and table 
surfaces are stainless steel. Walls 
@re cream color. Accessories are 
white with black designs. 


Sunhine pours into the kitchen 
where walls are painted jonquil 
yellow. In this room the floor is 
black with a narrow band of yellow 
near the edge. Cabinets, stove, sink 
are white porcelain with blue and 
black hardware. The planning desk 
is white with black painted top sur- 
face and black lined shelves for 
cookbooks. On either side of the 
round mirror above the sink are 
drolly framed closeup views of an 
orange carrot, a red beet, green 
cabbage and ripe tomato. Canis- 
ters are jonquil yellow. Green 
plants bloom in red crocks. 

The fruit colors of the season in- 
fluence the decorative scheme of the 
kitchen with the baseboard painted 
in a wine shade, a molding of peach, 
and a scalloped wooden cornice of 
apple green. Ceiling and walis are 
off-white. Built-in furniture in an 
gicove has been enameled lime 
green, with pink trim and white 
washable leather seats. The table 
base is wine, the trim and top pink. 
Shelves over the sink and near the 
stove are apple green with pink 
edges. A chrome stool has a white 
‘ top. Curtains have a peach and 
green design on a white ground. 


A kitchen which has a “place for 
everything” for its keynote follows 
the Spanish influence in color. 

Bright yellows, reds, black and 
white are used. A modern sink unit 
of black tile with drawer and shelf 
space is installed. The back wall 
is finished in yellow tile outlined 
in black. Other walls were painted 
in yellow to match the tile up to the 
window, and the remaining wall 
space was finished in white. 

Drawer and cupboard space, pro- 
viding facilities for dishes, linen and 
other accessories, is placed in one 
corner. Two additional cupboards 
for provisions are built in over the 
sink. 

Floor covering is linoleum in red, 
black, yellow and white block pat- 

tern, simulating old Spanish tile. 

Curtains of waterproofed silk are 
hung at the casement windows over 
the sink. 

Modern lighting fixtures provide 
adequate light in every corner of 
the room and electric outlets pro- 
vide current for the use of toasters, 
frons and other equipment.

Tips on Migration. 

Edward A. McIihenny, noted biol- 
ogists and naturalist of Avery Is- 
land, La., has banded over 130,000 
migratory birds during the past 22 
years. Last year’s total of 18,086 
was composed principally of game 
birds, although nearly 8000 were 
non-game. Wild ducks, geese and 
shore birds made up the great ma- 
jority. 

The value of wild fowl banding, 
he stated, is “to determine (1) the 
length of Mfe of the bird; (2) the 
territory covered by the different 
species in relation to the locality 
where banded, and (3) the sex ra- 
tio.” 

The birds are trapped in large 
wire cages, baited with rice, and 
after being banded and recorded, 
are liberated.

It is an open secret 
aro g:d the Executive Mansion that 
she has captured her grandfather's 
heart completely and her slightest 
wish becomes law to him. It was 
Chandler’s first inauguration .and 
she made the most of it. 

The day before inauguration, ac- 
compained by her mother, she ar- 
rived at the Cottage Herb Garden 
in Washington Cathedral Close con- 
ducted by All Hallows Guild. In 
her arms she carried a doll almost 
as large as‘herself. It was raining, 
so Chandler and the doll were car- 
ried by Mrs. Roosevelt across the 
walk to the Cottage Herb Garden. 
_As she put Chandler and her bur-

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Naval Officer's Testimony 
Filed in $50,000 Action 
Against Dr. Arthur H. Deppe. 


The deposition of Lieut. Gienn 
Frank DeGrave, United States navy, 
was filed in Circuit Court yesterday 


in the $50,000 damage suit of 
Charles P. Bobe, 5252 Nottingham 
avenue, an electrical engiftieer, 
against Dr. Arthur H. Deppe, phy- 
sician, 7220 Greenway avenue, Uni- 
versity City. 

The suit is based on injuries suf- 
fered by Bobe Sept. 22, 1935, as a 
result of being struck by a shot 
from a. smail cannon which was 
discharged on Dr. Deppe’s motor 
boat on the Mississippi River dur- 
ing a regatta held by the American 
Legion when its national convention 
was in progress in this city. 

Bobe alleged he was present on 
the boat by invitation-of Dr. Deppe 
and was struck on the head by the 
shot during a signaling process. 
Lieut. DeGrave was in charge of 
navigation and Dr. Deppe was at 
the pilot wheel. The naval officer 
was called as a witness for plain- 
tiff, but he said that Dr. Deppe was 
not responsible for the presence of 
the cannon, which had been bor- 
rowed from enother cruiser, and he 
himself might have suggested its 
use instead of flags for signaling 
purposes, 

Bobe avers in his suit that Dr. 
Deppe was negligent in failing to 
give him proper protection by hav- 
ing the cannon placed at a point 
where it would not be a hazard. 
The cannon was fired by a sea 
scout, who previously had been 
given instructions in the manner 
of firing, Lieut. DeGrave deposed. 

The plaintiff charges that the de.~ 
fendant failed to obtain a permit 
to discharge a Cannon as required 
by the city code. Bobe was given 
first and by Dr. Deppe and then 
taken to the City Hospital, later 
being removed to the Government 
hospital at Jefferson Barracks.

From the Hills,” “Barrack Room 
Ballads,” “Departmental Ditties,” 
and many of his now famous sto- 
ries before he was 24 years old. 
Kipling’s purpose in visiting the 
United States was to meet Mark 


est admiration. 

Not long after he returned to 
England from India, Kipling met 
Woolcott Balestier, with whom: he 
made his only collaboration, “Naul- 
ahka.” Woolcott Balestier and Rob- 
ert McClure, my cousin, had joint 
offices in London, and Caroline 
Balestier, who was to become Mrs. 
Rudyard Kipling, was visiting her 
brotk2r. : 

It appears to have been almost a 
case of love at first sight. Too, the 
Kipling romance must have stimu- 
lated my cousin, Bob,.since about 
the same time his beautiful English 

became Mrs. Robert Mc- 
Clure. . 

My first visit to the Kiplings in 
England took place in November, 
1899, when I went over to write 
some magazine and newspaper ar- 
ticles on wireless and to do a book 
on the history of wireless. On the 
way over aboard ship I published 
the first wireless newspaper ever 
issued. We broke the then wireless 
distance record with bulletins from 
the Boer War and we sold the pa- 
per for a dollar a copy 
benefit of the Seamen’s Fund. 


Meantime, I had received several 
letters from Mrs. Kipling and Miss 
Sara Anderson, Mr. Kipling’s new 
secretary. Miss Anderson had been 
secretary to Ruskin, and afterward 
to Sir Edwin Burne-Jones, who was 
Kipling’s uncle. These letters told 
of their safe return and life at Rot- 
tingdean. They lamented the im- 
mense amount of .nail awaiting 
them and steadily piling up, and ex- 
pressed Kipline’s regret that I had 
not returned to England with them. 


Visit to “The Elms.” 


Upon my arrival in London Nov. 
15, 1899, I wrote Kipling, enclosing 
a copy of the wireless ‘newspaper, 
and two days later Mrs. Kipling 
wrote me asking me to come down 
to Rottingdean for a week-end visit 
as soon as I could do so. Mr. Kip- 
ling, she said, was rejoiced to know 
that I was on that side of the water 
ani would be delighted to see me. 

One week later I was in Rotting- 
deah for my first visit at “The 
Elms.” I think I was never more, 
thrilled. To be welcomed as a 
friend by this great man meant 
more to me than I can ever ex- 
press. The last time I had seen 
him was at the farewell dinner 
given to him the night before he 
sailed from New York and I had 
sat next to him. 

During the dinner I felt him 
nudge me under the table and, look- 
ing down, saw that he had some- 
thing in his hand which he evi- 
dently wanted me to take. I put 
my hand down and he dropped into 
it two of his well-seasoned pipes. I 
was so overcome that tears sprang 
to my eyes and I tried to give them 
back, but he pushed my hand away 
from his pocket and whispered: 
“It’s nothing. Don’t say anything. 
I want you to have them.” 


I still have the remains of one 
of these pipes. I carried it and 
smoked it and repaired it for many 
years until it was finally beyond 
mending. 

Marconi Meets Kipling. 

When Marconi learned that I had 
been visiting “The Elms,” he asked 
me if I could arrange for him to

Kipling got Marconi 
started to talking about wireless 
and, with his remarkable gift of 
all the information there 
was to be had I knew that at the 
end of the hour Kipling knew as 
much about wireless as any elec- 
trical expert. Kipling had the fac- 
ulty of asking the one salient ques- 
tion the answer to which would 
complete his knowledge. It is sig- 
nificant that shortly after this in- 
cident Kipling wrote the story, 
“Wireless,” in which he carried the

It was a few days after the Mar- 
coni visit that I was able to do Mr. 
Kipling. a little favor for which ] 
was thrillingly gratified. ‘ 
Mr, Kipling had told me on one 
of my visits that he had organized 
a company of volunteers for the 
Boer War, made up of young men 
in and around Rottingdean, He 
wanted to make it a machine gun 
company, but his efforts to obtain 
a Maxim gun had thus far failed. 
He asked me to go and see’ Sir 
Hiram Maxim in London and try to 
obtain one—“Try to wangle it,” as 
he put it. 

I went to see Sir Hiram, who was 
very cordial but regretful — they 
were already weeks behind on their 
orders and he said he couldn’t get 
a machine gun for himself. I was 
greatly disappointed. 

A Machine Gun for Nothing. 


While reading the London Times 
one day I came abross a little three- 
line item to the effect that Sir Al- 
fred Cooper, head of an East Indian 
tea company and of the Gardner 
Gun Co,, had turned over his coun- 
try home for soldiers invalided in 
the Boer War. What the Gardner 
Gun Co. was I did not know, but on 
the chance that it might make ma- 
chine guns, I hunted up Sir Alfred 
Cooper as soon as I returned to 
London, I explained what I wanted 
and for whom I wanted it, and, to 
my great surprise, I thought Sir Al- 
fred was about. to kiss me. He 
beamed and said: “Mr McClure, if 


you can arrange for me to give Mr. 


Kipling one of our machine guns 
I'll be your friend for life.” 

Mr. Kipling had expected to pay 
about $1500 for ther gun and, of 
course, I had had no thought of 
asking that one be contributed. But 
I had not counted on falling into 
the: hands of a real Kipling en- 


-thusiast. mee 
| I immediately wrote to Mr. Kip- 


ling about the offer of Sir Alfred 
and his reply came-the following 
day. Mr. Kipling was. delighted. 
He said the Gardner was five 
times more simple than a Maxim 
and therefore the more suited to 
the new company. He described, 
from a catalogue which I had sent 
him, the type of gun he wanted 
and added that Cooper was evi- 
dently a white man of the first 
class and that he would tell him 
so later on, Kipling suggested that

‘Meeting Mr. Dooley. 

Seven years later Mr. and Mrs. 
Kipling came to Canada—October, 
1907—making the trip through to 
Vancouver, and returned without 
visiting the United States. 

Mr. Kipling had written me dur- 
ing the previous summer that they 
hoped to be in Montreal the latter 
part of October. He asked me to 
come to Montreal then and to bring 
Mrs. McClure of whom, he said, 
they had remembrances from the 
earliest days—when crowned heads 
had sent me cables about her. 


When the Kiplings rearhed Can- 
ada I wrote saying that Mrs. Mc- 
Clure would be unable to make the 
‘rip, but that I should like to bring 
Finley Peter Dunne (Mr. Dooley), 
and Mr. Kipling replied that he 
would be in Montreal on the 22nd 
and glad to see me and Dooley. 

Peter Dunne and I spent two 
days with the Kiplings in Montreal 
and enjoyed the visit tremendously. 
Kipling and Dunne were great ad- 
mirers of each other’s work and I 
found them kindred spirits. When- 
ever Kipling could slip away from 
the numerous receptions and en- 
tertainments, he could be found in 
our rooms telling story after story 
to our great enjoyment. 

Mr. Dunne returned to New York 
and I went on the train with the 
Kiplings as far as Ottawa. Mr. 
Kipling begged me to remain with 
them for the entire trip to Van- 
couver and return, but I had the

In Later Years. 


In 1920 he wrote me that he was 
sorry that I could not get over that 
year as he thought everyone ought 
to see devastated France and real- 
ize the suffering and misery which 
the French had gone through. The 
loss of his only son, John, in the 
World War was a terrible blow to 
Kipling. He spent a great deal of 
time in the work of rehabilitation 
in France. 

Early in 1930 Kipling was in Ber- 
muda with Mrs, Kipling. He wrote 
me that he was greatly concerned 
over her illness and was returning 
to England as soon as she was able 
to travel. He referred again to the 
old days and the crowned heads of 


Europe and hoped that I would be! 


able to come to England soon and 
see him again. His last letter to 
me was written from the south of 
France, the same spot to which he 
was going when death took his 
hand and turned him in another 
direction. 

But Rudyard Kipling will never 
die. He has become a part of the 
English language. He expressed the

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A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned yesterday against 
Jean DeWitt, 25-year-old draftsman, 
who killed his rommate, Ralph 
Hoeg, with a cane. Hoeg, a 23-year- 
old clerk, died at City Hospital Fri- 
day o fa fractured skull. He was 
struck on the head with a cane 
early Jan. 22, at a rooming house 
at 3612A Hartford street, where he 
and DeWitt shared the same bed. | 

Mrs. Madge Adams, the rooming 
house proprietor, testified she was 
sitting in her kitchen with Winton 
Jones, a roomer, about 12:30 a. m., 
Jan. 22, when DeWitt entered and 


over the head with this cane, you 
better do something for him.” De- 
Witt exhibited a heavy cane belong- 
ing to Jones, Mrs. Adams said. She 
found Hoeg, nude and bleeding 
from cuts on the head, lying on 
the floor of the room he shared 
with DeWitt and Jones. 

Jones corroborated Mrs. Adams’ 
account. Both witnesses said De- 
Witt drank wine earlier in the eve- 
ning, an daccused Hoeg of opening 
his mail. The witnesses said they 
heard no noise of a struggle before 
DeWitt’s appearance with the cane. 

Hugh Hoeg, 3459 Grace avenue, 
testified his brother told him at 
City Hospital that DeWitt “sneaked 
up on me in bed, and hit me with 
the cane.” Asked if his brother had 
indicated he appreciated the seri- 
ousness of his condition when he 
made the.statement, Hugh Hoeg 
testified that Ralph remarked: “If 
I get out of here I'll kill him; but 
I won't get out, so you attend to 
him.” Hugh Hoeg told the Coroner 
that his brother complained to him 
three weeks ago that DeWitt wore 
his clothes, threw his garments off 
their clothes rack and disturbed 
him in coming in at night. 

DeWitt, who was without cunsel, 

did not testify at the inquest aft- 
er being advised by the Coroner 
that he was not required to make 
a statement. He fled from the 
rooming house after striking Hoeg, 
and was arrested later in the day 
on his way to wark at the Cahokia 
plant of the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. Police said he told 
them he struck his roommate with 
the cane after Hoeg hit him several! 
times with his fists. Bail for De- 
Witt was fixed at $10,000 pending 
presentation of the facts ito the 
grand jury. He has been unable 
to furnish bond. 

Hoeg was employed at the Ameri- 
fan Railway Express Co. According 
to his brother, he nither drank nor 
smoked.

Cut into 1%-inch strips: fish fil- 
lets. 

Try to make them as even as 
possible.

They may be 
flaked and added to the dressing.) 

Prepare bread dressing. 

There should be about a cupful 
of dressing to two pounds of fish. 
If you wish to be economical, use 
a plain bread, milk and egg dress-

| sauted chopped mushrooms, or a 
little anchovy paste. 

Spread the fillets with melted 
butter.

IFE is beginning to look up 
once again, or at least that part 
of it concerned with decorating. 
All the stores and shops are. re- 
furbishing their display rooms and 
getting in new stocks of merchan- 
dise. Wallpaper, fabric and rug 
departments are beginning to "show 
the designs and colors which will 


have so much to do with influenc- 
ing the trends of decorating for the 
spring 


season. 

Take a walk through these deco- 
rating departments, even if you 
have no intention of buying. In 
the first place, there ig more good 
furniture being displayed than for 
some time past and it’s really an 
inspiration to look at many of the 


excellently designed pieces that now 


are available. Then, too, you may 
find just one piece that will perk 
up an entire room that has fallen 
into the midwinter doldrums. Or, 
without buying a thing, you may 
get some inspiration for rearrang- 
ing your room nearer your heart’s 
desire, and possibly utilize some 
decorative detail that will trans- 
form an ordinary room into one 
with character and interest. 

A few tid-bits gleaned from our 
tour of inspection around the 
shops: Modern, which was so im- 
portant a year ago, seems to be 
overshadowed this season by the 
eighteenth century English designs, 
but hark ye! pieces of French in- 
spiration are beginning to creep in 
and I, for one, feel that this type 
of furniture ig in for a big revival. 
Not the over-gilded, over-wrought 
designs displayed in the past which 
were so aptly termed “Early Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer,” but pieces of good, 
restrained style with very little 
ornamentation. The provincial 
French styles in particular bear 
watching for in many i ces 
they may be combined effectively 
and appropriately with house and 
furniture of early American design.

Of coursé, many of the pieces 
were brought over from England 
or closely copied from English mod- 
els so that strictly speaking they 
are eighteenth century English in 
style, but, English or American, the 
reproductions are well worth seeing 
as they are excellent copies of very 
fine original pieces.

Into the 
oyster juice put the following: Three 
tablespoons of chili sauce, one tea 
spoon of Worcestershire sauce, and 
salt, pepper and paprika to your 
taste. Then cook to the boiling 
point and let reduce about one-half. 
Pour in the osysters that came out 
of the same pint and let cook for 
five minutes. When the oysters are 

Goked you'll notice that their edges 
have curled. Add a tablespoon of 
butter just before serving, then put 
a piece of toast into each soup 
plate and fill ‘er up. 

Not long ago I brought the chaf 
ing dish into good use by preparing 
‘ight before my guests a delicious 
after-dinner coffee. known as Cafe 
Diable. This is a grand set-up for 
the spotlight and showmanship I 
have been telling you about. Heres 
how: ‘ 

Make a quantity of strong coffee 
—e@enough for nine or ten small 
cups, and keep the coffee hot. Put 
in a chafing dish that has direct 
heat, two sticks of cinnamon, one 
tablespoon whole cloves, one tea 
spoon coriander seeds, eight |umps 
of sugar, one tablespoon of bean 
coffee, a small piece of lemon, and 
orange rind. Let these spices get 
thoroughly heated and then add 
about four tablespoons of brandy. 
When the brandy has become thor- 
oughly heated ignite it from the

When the flame has died out 
pour in the hot black coffee and one 
tablespoon of Curacao. New pour 
into the ladle two or three more ta- 
blespoons of brandy and again '&- 
nite and let burn in the ladle. Re 
sume the ladling until the brandy 
has been burnt out.

After he had 
signed and amended the draft of 
the message, he and the Premier 
talked earnestly for nearly an 
hour—an audience unique in palace 
history. 

Thousands of people who have 
attended garden parties at Buck- 
ingham Palace are familiar with 
the lovely Bow Room whose beau- 
tiful windows look out on the 


lawns and artificial lake in back.

On a November day in. 1839, more 
than 80 Privy Councillors, all of 


them grave and elderly men, were 


assembled in the Bow Room to 
hear the 20-year-old Queen an- 
nounce’ her betrothal to Prince Al- 


| best of Saxe-Coburg. Dressed in a 


plain morning gown, wearing 4 
bracelet adorned with a portrait of 
her fiance, ‘the young Queen was 
plainly nervous but her steady mu- 
sical voice and the dignity of her 


‘carriage created the most favora- 


ble impression. 

“T have not come to thig decision 
without mature consideration,” she 
declared to those present, “nor 
without feeling a strong assurance 
that the blessing of Almighty God 
will’ attend it.” . 


In February of the following year 
the Queen, surrounded by her 
court, welcomed her 21-year-old 
bridegroom from Germany. With- 
in an hour he had taken the oath 
of British naturalization, the first 
and last time such an event” oc- 
curred in the Palace. Two days 
later, Victoria and Albert re- 
turned to Buckingham, she a ra- 
diant bride and hea proud consort, 
from their magnificent wedding 
ceremonies in the Chapel Royal at 
St. James’. At the banquet which 
followed, she cut, with steady hand, 
the first slice of a 300-pound cake. 

“We are not amused,” is now 
a classic saying, but the records 
of Buckingham Palace show that 
it was truly used only once by 
Queen Victoria.

éé VERY now and then I meet 
a patient for whom 12 or 15 
years ago I prescribed a 
regime of exercise or diet, and when 
I find he is still following it, I am 
frankly amazed at his constancy 
—sometimes even more astonished 
at the excellence of the results that 
have followed,” says the author of 
an interesting work on the “Art of 
Treatment,” recently published. . 

I can confirm the observation out 
of my own experience, and yet I 
still stand in astonishment before 
it. 

First, I am astonished at its 
rarity. Why shouldn't it happen all 
the time? Here are people who 
come to a doctor with grievous and 
intricate: things the matter with 
them. It takes the doctor some 
time to discover them all; he uses 
the resources of centuries of scien- 
tific ‘discovery to do so. 

Then he outlines the most suc- 
cessful methods of righting the 
matter; only it must be continued 
for a long time. All this costs 
money. The patient pays his hard- 
earned money, tries the diet or 
regimen for a while, feels better, 
feels well enough not to be worried 
any more, and drops it. 

I suppose it’s human nature. 
Our fellow creatures can be 
screwed up to follow a plan of 
treatment for a while. They will 
submit to nearly anything so it’s 
over soon and promises immediate 
relief—a surgical operation, X-ray 
treatment, some dental work, two 
weeks of hot baths at the springs, 
a course of injections in the veins 
—but for the long pull, it is, until 
they feel some improvement, and 
then they want to forget the doc- 
tor and the treatment. | 

Just as astonishing is our aston- 
ishment at how a diet works if it 
is persisted in long enough. As doc- 
tors, we are often just as skeptical 
as the layman about the value of 
continuing on a diet. That is be- 
cause we have so seldom had an 
opportunity of seeing it given a 
chance. We so seldom see anyone 
who follows it out over the length 
of time required. 

When patients “give down” to 
the treatment and really begin to 
use it, they invariably feel better. 
Like Charles Keene’s bus drivers. 
“How's Jim?” says one to the other. 
“Oh! Better now,” is the reply. 
“He’s takin’ his lotions regular 
now.” 

Some can never get up enough 
resolutions to take a cure at home, 
no matter how simply it can be ar- 
ranged, and hence have to go to 
sanitaria or springs or special 
health resorts. At such placeg, 
where everyone is taking the cure, 
it is hard not to fall in line. This 
is their great advantage.

Committee of 50 to Make 
Nominations; Secrecy Aimed

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 30. 


RACTICALLY everyone else 
P naving had a fling at picking 

the best picture, the best actor, 
the best actress, the best director 
and the best everything else con- 
nected with the movies in 1936, the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 


Rand Sciences will set about doing 


the same thing more or less offi- 
cially this week. It will really be 
a bit over a month—on March 4, to 
be exact-—-before the Academy’s 
various “bests” will be announced 
but tomorrow a Committee of Fif- 
ty, made up of 10 members from 
the five different branches. of the 
organization, will begin to ballot, 
secretly, to select 10 plays, five 
actors of each sex, five directors, 
five writers and five masters in 
several other branches. These will 
make up the nominations upon 
which all the members of the Acad- 


. 


emy will vote, again secretly, to se- 
ject the medal winners. 


It would be a foolish thing to 
attempt to guess the winners, or 
even the nominees this year when 
ALL the members of the Academy 
will vote, for the first time, on all 
of the choices. Heretofore the ac- 
tors’ group selected the best actor, 
the producers selected the best pro- 
ducer and so on. By ringing in the 
entire membership the organization 
aimed to overcome the talk of 
“studio domination” in the matter 
of awards. Up to now it was rea- 
sonably easy to talk to the com- 
paratively few members of the 
various groups and get a line on the 
outcome. This year no such pre- 


diction is possible and the _ ballots. 


will not be opened and counted 
until the day of the award. 


It may be that the New York 
critics’ selection of “bests” and the 
various other selections around the 
country will take a bit of the edge 
off the Academy awards but with 
the film folk themselves the Acad- 
emy medals are the final stamps of 
authority and more than a thousand 
people connected with the movie in- 
dustry will, be at the banguet in 
Los Angeles the night of March 4 
to bite their fingernails to the quick 
when the winners are announced. 


N PICKING the best film of 1936, 
| some 382 full-length feature pic- 

tures will be considered. Three 
hundred and eighty-two cinema 
plays turned out last year; enough 
to supply a first-run St. Louis movie 
house, changing weekly, with fea- 
tures for seven years and three 
months. What percentage of these 
provided good entertainment is not 
a matter of record, but, as percent- 
ages go, it must have been~ pretty 
small, although 1936 probably saw 
more good film offerings than any 
other year. It also saw more films 
produced—382 remember, without 
taking into account about a hundred 
independently made features by 
quickie companies. Of the 382, a 
great many were “Class B” pictures, 
which, by the way, is Hollywood's 
lowest classification and takes in 
everything below “Class A” right 
down through what should be “Class 
X” or even “Class Etc.” What were 
aimed at being in the top-notch list, 
— were greatly in the major- 
ty. 

Another interesting angle to the 
Academy awards is that practically 
every actor and actress who won 
the honors in the nine years that 
the prizes have been given is still 
an outstanding player and a star, 
which seems to refute the old adage 
that the life of a film favorite is 
Only five yeacs. One winner, Marie 
Dressler, for her work in “Min and 
Bill” in 1930-31, is dead. Mary Pick- 
ford, who got first place for “Co- 
quette” in 1928-29, has retired as 
an actress,-but the other awardees 
are still going strong. Janet Gay- 
nor and Emil Jannings got the first 
medals in 1927-28, for “Seventh 
Heaven” and “Way of All Flesh.” 
Gaynor is still a star and Jannings, 
back home in Germany, ranks high 
as a favorite today with foreign 
fans. When Mary Pickford led the 
women in 1928-29, Warner Baxter 
got the men’s prize. He stands even 
higher with the fans today than he 
did then. Norma Shearer and George 
Arliss were the winners in 1929-30 
with “Divorcee” and “Disraeli.” 
Norma has just done her best actinz 
in “Romeo and Juliet”—for which 
she stands a good chance of getting 
this year’s prize—and Mr. Arliss is 
& top-notcher in England. 

In Marie Dressler’s year, 1930-31, 
Lionel Barrymore was the other 
winner with “Free Soul.”

Louis pianist, will be soloist 

with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra it its concerts Friday 
afternoon and Saturday evening in 
the Municipal Auditorium Opera 
House, playing the Mozart Piano 
Concerto in A .Major. The en- 
gagement will mark Miss Fred- 
erick’s fourth appearance with the 
Symphony, with which she made 
her debut at the age of 13.

Conductor Vladimir Golschmann 
will open the week’s program with 
the world premiere of Domenico 
Scarlatti’s Concerto No. 5 in D 
Minor, as revised by Eric Allatini. 
The Concerto is taken from a series 
of 12 similar compositions for or- 
chestra that were recently discov- 
ered in the British Museum. 

The entire second half of the 
program will be devoted to Rich- 
ard Strauss’ tone poem, “Hin Hel- 
denleben” or “A Hero's Life,” a 
work played by the symphony only 
twice before, in February and De- 
cember, 1925. “Ein Heldenleben,” 
which Strauss wrote in 1898, is gen- 
erally conceded to be derived from 
the composer's own experiences, al- 
though he never has admitted this. 
The work is the seventh of his 
tone poems, its predecessors having 
been “Don Juan,” “Macbeth,” “Tod 
und. Verklarung,” “Jill Eulenspie- 
gel,” “Also Sprach Zarathustra” and 
“Don Quixote.” 

On Feb. 12-13, the orchestra will 
present an all-orchestral program, 
featuring Brahms’ Third Sym- 
phony, while on Sunday afternoon, 
Feb. 14, the orchestra will offer 
its annual pension fund concert, 
with Moriz Rosenthal, world fa- 
mous pianist, as guest artists, play- 
ing Chopin's First Piano Concerto, 
Liszt’s Hungarian Fantasy for Piano 
and Orchestra and a group of solo 
works by Chopin and himself.

Alterations All to the Good, in Film at Missouri 


By Colvin McPherson 
HATEVER its inhibitions, the 
screen will always have the 
ability to drive home a sermon 

better than the stage. If “Winter- 
set” was written to rage against 
the blind injustice of the courts, I 
ean believe it rages best from the 
screen and in many ways is nearer 
Maxwell Anderson’s. original inten- 
tion. Certainly the film now at the 


Missouri Theater represents more 
closely woven drama, more force- 
ful playing than would be possible 
on the stage. 

The theme must be rather well- 
known to St. Louisans, at this point 
in history, as a result of the. suc- 
cess of the play on Broadway last 
season, its selection for the Critics’ 
Circle prize, and its production by 
the Little Theater in the last week. 
An innocent man, Bartolomeo Ro- 
magna, is sent to the electric chair 
for a holdup murder. His son, Mio, 
grows to manhood with but one 
purpose in life, to prove that Ro- 
magna was not guilty. For others 
concerned as well, the oe the 
killers, a missing witness, the in- 
justice is one that takes a long 
time to wear itself out. In time. 
all the social debris of the case is 
tossed in one heap at the foot of 
the Brooklyn Bridge and the drama 
begins. : 

Translating blank verse into 
prose wherever possible, cutting out 
wordy passages, adding scenes to 
make points clear, the screen pro- 
duction has built up the. credibility 
of the situation something like 100 
per cent. Instead of killing off the 
lovers, Mio and Miriamne, the girl 
he meets in the slums, the screen 
play lets them live, picking out an 
ending that is inherent in the orig- 
inal drama. Perhaps this fact is 
the most surprising of screen pro- 
duction. The play has been changed 
but so deftly that close comparisons 
would have to be made to detect 
essential differences. 

Camera craft heips amazingly 
and the addition of a musical 
score creates a mood as fast as ac- 
tion can. The dancing in the streets 
is more lively, the melodrama more 
exciting, the height of bridge and 
depth of slums more overpowering. 
In staging, the picture is able to 
offer real torrents of rain, glisten- 
ing bridge, greasy cobblestones, 
foggy alleys and by process pho- 
tography the bridge and East River 
as they actually exist. Horror is 
more vivid. The return of Shadow, 
a gangster, from his water burial 
is one of the most ghastly sights 
ever put before cinema audiences. 

The cast is the best that could be 
obtained, since it has Burgess Mere- 
dith as Mio, Margo as Miriamne 


and Eduardo Ciannelli as Trock the 


killer, all of whom created ‘ their 
roles in New York. Maurice Mosco- 
vitch as Esdras, Miriamne’s father, 
Edward Bilis as the Judge, Paul 
Guilfoyle as Garth Esdras, Miriam- 
ne’s guilty brother, Stanley Ridges 
as Shadow, John Carradine as Ro- 
magna, are all players chosen with 
care. The three members of the 


takes on a terrific importance. 
“Winterset” succeeds. 

Second place at the Missouri goes 
to Elisabeth Bergner’s “As You Like 
It,”. made in England. Doing no 
violence to Shakespeare, but giving 
him advantage of trained English 
actors, the production will gratify 
scholars and students of literature 
to a considerable extent. As Rosa- 
lind, Miss Bergner is as lively, teas- 
ing and excitable as she was in “Es- 
cape Me Never.” She illuminates 
ali her scenes, but especially those 
in which she conducts Orlando 
through his lessons in mock wooing. 
If she seems to lean a little toward 
the elfin, it must be recalled from 
the titles at the beginning of the 
film that this is “treatment sug- 
gested by Sir James Barrie.” 

Laurence Olivier as a too velvety 
Orlando; Sophie Stewart as a love- 
ly Celia, and Henry Ainley as the 
benign banished Duke are chief foils 
for Miss Bergner’s performance. 
Scenery seems to be authentic War- 
ner Brothers, which it isn’t, and in- 
spired by “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream.” Subjects of the current 
“March of Time,” also being shown, 
deal with the Mormon Church and 
charities, midwinter sports and the 
campaign against so-called cancer 
“evres,” 
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Champagne Waltz. 

ITTLE objection may be raised 

to “Champagne Waltz” at the 

Ambassador, except that it uses 
a chewing-gum stunt that was done 
long years ago in “The Pig Parade” 
and should never have been done 
again. -It will be recalled that an 
American boy, John Gilbert, taught 
a French girl, Renee <Adoree, to 
chew gum and the adhesive mass 
became a comic souvenir of love. 
In “Champagne Waltz” Fred Mac- 
Murray, American band leader, 
teachers Gladys Swarthout, Aus- 
trian songbird, to chew gum. Same 
result, 

There is a story of rivalry, be- 
tween jazz and Strauss waltzes in 
old Vienna, of many deceptions used 
by MacMurray to advance his ro- 
mance with Gladys Swarthout 
Strauss, of eventual separation and 
eventual reconciliation. And finally 
the waltz, which has been without 
profits in its own country, is 
brought to the United States, staged 


on the scale of Boulder Dam, and 


becomes a huge success, in a man- 
ner of speaking. 

With Miss Swarthout to sing, 
Jack Oakie to clown and Veloz and 
Yolanda to dance, however, it's an 
entertaining show. Either record- 
ings are better or Miss Swarthout 
is putting over her songs in better 
fashion these days. She’s both easy 
to look at and easy to listen to, 
While not as effervescent as the 


‘Teal thing, “Champagne Waltz” is 


generally of that appeal and ought 
to pass the week at the Ambassador 
successfully, 

The “All-Girl Revue and Band,” 
on the stage, is far from being 
something to frighten all men and 
musicians into the deep woods, The 
ensemble plays not too hysterically, 
offers a group of interesting per- 
formers in yodeling, imitations of 
the seldom imitated, and whistling 
stunts that bring down th® house.

It climbs aboard pirate 
ships, gapes at Benjamin Franklin, 
Dr. Johnson and Boswell, crosses 
and recrosses the channel, 
shows how the: famous insurance 
firm began and was enlarged, fights 
a flash-powder battle with the 
French and makes the seas safe 
for Britain. Almost every British 
actor that could be bought, bor- 
rowed or begged is in it, from Fred- 
die Bartholomew to Sir Guy Stand- 
ing. Madeleine Carroll represents 
beauty in the pageant. 

Yet when the smoke has _ all 
cleared away, it may be wondered 
if production has done mu¢h more 
than bring an era to life. The dra- 
ma does not thrill or stir the emo- 
tions, it is frequently counterfeit 
and drops loose ends all over the 
place. To any who .have seen one 
or two pictures of the size and 
concept of “House of Rothschild,” 
“Lioyds of London” may be more 
than a little tiresome. 

George Arliss in “Man of Af- 
fairs,” the second picture, plays a 
dual role, Foreign Minister and 
vagabond. The vagabond imper- 
sonates the Foreign Minister and 
makes a splendid coup in dealings 
with two bearded and blackmailing 
Orientals. Whether this sort of 
character was devised to let the 
star show both profiles at once, or 
to be in front of the camera all the 
time, is difficult to decide.

BOUT 25 years ago, a 25-year-old 
Italian painter of Greek origin went 
to Paris to paint pictures symptomatic of a 
morbid homesickness for ancient ruins-—pic- 
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tures intended rather to describe his state of 
mind than the objects responsible for it. 
His name was Georgio di Chirico. The 
painting in the upper lefthand section of 
this page is his. It was done in 1917. 
About that time a fad called Dadaiem 
was in vogue. Many of the younger artists 
were going in for antics neater to raving 


-unreasoning fury a rebellion against the fu- 
tility of war, Now Chirico's picture is not 
of that type. :

And surrealists, 
their cliquish attitude, their jealousy of in- 
dividualism and their tendency to go in for 
hair-splitting legalistic bickering and back- 
biting, willingly admit that they have many 
ancestors in art history. They even boast 
that what they ate doing has the authority 
of the past.

CCORDING to her 
own account, it was 
uncertainty which 
has blighted the life 
of Mrs. Betty Baker. 
If she had been cer- 
tain that she didn’t 
love her husband, she 
would have divorced 
him and married 
Clarence (Cub) Schneider, her clan- 
destine lover. And if she had been 
certain that she didn’t love Schneider 


she would not have been concerned 


over whether he was “kind to her’’ 
and would not have threatened him 
with a pistol which went off and killed 
him. But she was certain of neither. 
It seemed to her that she loved both 
men, and was unable to make a final 
choice between them. 

Now that the damage has been done 
——now that her young lover is dead 
atid the woman who only a few years 
ago was happily receiving acclaim as 
“‘Miss Ann Arbor’ is facing life im- 
prisonment for murder—the fatal un- 
certainty appears at last to have been 
resolved. Back in jail after hearing 
her sentence, Betty Baker said sadly, 
“I love Al (her husband) much more 
than I did ‘Cub’, I realize now. I 
hope I haven't wrecked his life.” 

The loyalty which Albert K. Baker 
has shown to his wife during the try- 
ing time since the killing of Schneider 
may have had something to do with 
settling her perplexity over her emo- 
tions. Baker, an Ann Arbor police- 
man, mortgaged property to reise 
money for her defense. When she was

empe* For two years neigh- 

bors have watched them with increas- 
ing awe and after the last harvest not 
a few would have admitted a suspicion 
that the plentiful rain which came to 
them last summer all during one of 
the ugliest drouths on record may 
have been influenced in some way by 
the pious company which tills the fat 
soil of the old Ozmun place. Even in 


this area of trim prosperous dairy 


farms the plantation so rapidly de- 
veloped by Kingdom Farms Associa- 
tion is outstanding. It is tidy and 
successful to the point of smugness. 

And what is most astonishing in all 
this is the fact that none of the work- 
ers responsible is paid a cent for his 
efforts, although some of them make 
a practice of working as much as 18 
hours a day. Moreover, so far as can 
be learned, nobody makes any money 
out of the enterprise. The laborers 
consider themselves employed by ‘‘Je- 
hovah God, to further his Kingdom,”’ 
and they ask nothing but food, lodg- 
ing and peace of mind in return for 
their husbandry. The produce is 
shipped to all parts of the country in 
the association’s own’ trucks. It is 
sold virtually at cost to Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses in cities and states located at 
great distances from Tompkins Coun- 
ty. 
How many members of this strange 
Organization there are, nobody seems 
to know or care. No dues are col- 
lected, no membership liste kept. And 
what is most peculiar in a sect so near- 
ly resembling an evangelical cult, no 
direct attempt to draw new members 
is ever made. To be sure, the associa- 
tion maintains a radio station. It also 
publishes Bibles and tracts In 60 dif- 
ferent languages and distributes them 

0 its branches on five continents. But 

ostensibly these methods of. propagat- 
ing the gospel are a service conducted 
Only in the interests of the existing 
membership and their God. The en- 
tire function of the association is the 
study of “Bible truths.” Despite com- 
plete freedom of interpretation the 
members believe every word in the 
Bible and read it from cover to 
cover. : 

In spite of this unworldly attitude 
and the manifest emphasis on spiritual 
rather than temporal values, the farm 
between North Lansing and South 
Lansing is conducted in the most effi- 
cient manner imaginable.

On the voyage, how- 
ever, he met an escaped convict who 
gave him proof that Sarah Whitelam 
had escaped and apparently had made 
her way to Bombay. 


30,000 seals, the whaler stood 

for Rio de Janeiro where the 
Governor asked the captain to spare 
four sailors for the Portuguese ship 
Commodore, leaving in a few days for 
Lisbon. Nicol volunteered and later 
repented. The Portuguese, besides 
being “the worst sailors in the world 
in rough or cold weather,” spent most 
of their time praying whenever there 
was danger ‘“‘and we were almost 
foundered at one time by this unsea- 
manlike conduct.” During the three- 
month passage, the four Englishmen 
“were wrought almost to death and 
never could have made out the voyage 
had we not been well fed, and the cap- 
tain given us plenty of liquor.” 

Nicol got a brig from Lisbon for 
London where he looked for an India- 
man, still hoping he might reach Bom- 
bay and find his Sarah.

Per- 
haps appropriately so, for many of 
them are themselves made of silica, 
which is a prime ingredient of all com- 
mon forms of giass. He has done 
some beautiful large-scale reproduc- 
tions of one-celled animal skeletons, 
one of which surmounts an open work 
globe of interconnected § shining 
threads with a spiny spire that surely 
belongs on a fairy palace in Siam—if 
they have fairies in Siam. 

Unbelievably complex is a model, of 
many hundreds of parts, that Long 
has made of a small crustacean, rela- 
tive of the larger lobsters and cray- 
fish. The creature itself is rather in- 
credible, for what are legs and claws 
on the larger creatures of its kin are 
in this one mere stubs ending futilely 
in bristles. But its antennae or feel- 
ere have grown out of all proportion, 
into long, beaded horns, with many 

’ long, whiplike branches. And at the 
other end of the creature are eight 
fantastic appendages that look like 
feathers——as if this creature of the sea 
had ambitions for the air! 


UT Frank Long does not confine 
his efforts to single specimens.

HEN Moris Rosen- 
thal made his first 
appearance in New 
York as a concert 
pianist back in the 
blissard of 1888, the 
audience became s0 
hysterical in its wild 
applause for the new 
virtuoso that after a 


rahing music lovers. The New York 
Sun in ite review the next day wrote: 

“Rosenthal is a hero, a demi-god— 
what shall we say? To the alertness 
of legerdemain and the strength of a 
blacksmith he adds the refinement of a 
woman and the sincerity of a faithful 
and humble apostle of art.” | 

The other newspaper critics also let 
discretion fly to the winds; they called 
him the “Little Giant of the Key- 
board,” “the Lion of the Pianoforte,”’ 
“the Jupiter of the Octaves,"’ “‘a heav- 
en-storming virtuoso.” Even the 
eminent and careful James Gibbon 
Huneker spoke of Rosenthal as the 
“Napoleon of the Piano.’’ Only one 
reporter cared to mention the fact 
that there was someone else on the 
platform beside Rosenthal, a little boy 
in short jacket and Hessian boots, at- 
tending the pianist. This reporter 
stated that the other lad was supposed 
to have musical talent, too; his name 
was Fritz Kreisler. 

Since 1888, the name of Moriz Ros- 
enthal has become known to music- 
lovers throughout America as well as 
the European continent; at present the 
master of musical technique and piano 
virtuosity is back in this country on 
one of his periodic tours, the first in 
the past seven years. He has been se- 
lected to play with the St, Louis Sym- 


phony Orchestra in its annual pension 


fund concert two weeks from today. 
And, although he is today in his sev- 
enty-fifth year, and one of the few sur- 
viving pupils of the great Abbe Liszt, 
he retains both the enormous physical 
vigor and the masterful musical tech- 
nique of his youth. He is a man of 
great intellectual interests; not only 
can he speak eight languages, includ- 
ing a flawless Greek, fluently, but he 
can quote widely from some of the 
great poets. He has keen sense of 
humor and has been known to make 
startlingly sharp epigrams. Besides, 
he is an enthusiast of many outdoor 
sports and believes in athletics as a 
hobby. 


ORN in Lemberg, Galicia, on De- 

cember 19, 1862, young Moris 

Rosenthal began his studies when 
he was little more than a baby with 
Galath, a violin player in the town. 
Galath recognized the prodigious tal- 
ents of the child and sen} him to the 
renowned Carl Mikuli, a pupil of Cho- 
pin, an eminent Chopin scholar, one of 
the earliest musicians to ascribe vig- 
Orousness as well as sweetness and 


light to the compositions of Chopin, 


and the director of the Lemberg Music 
Conservatory. With Mikuli, Rosen- 
thal, at the ripe age of 10, played in 
public Chopin’s Rondo in C for two 
pianos. He also turned pages for his 
famous teacher in concerts ranging 
from Bach to Chopin. 

In 1873, Rosenthal, a hale and 
hearty young lad, walked from Lem- 
berg to Vienna, a good distance, to vis- 
it the great pianist, Rafael Joseffy. 
Two years later, his parents moved to 
Vienna and! Rosenthal became a regu- 
lar pupil of Joseffy, who was en- 
chanted with his genius.

The popularity which she has 
achieved has often been counterbal- 
anced by severe criticism. When, in 
1918, she denounced the British Gov- 
ernment because of Maisons- Tolerees 
where soldiers were entertained, she 
was greatly criticised. She had no 
fear, however, and finally she won, and 
the Government and the Archbishop 
alike joined in denouncing the places 
as an abomination. 

During the World War, when the 
Defense of the Realm Act in England 
made. many people suspect, Maude 
Royden. joined Leighton Richards and 
Richard Roberts in their peace cru- 
sades; she spoke in Hyde Park and 
other open squares for peace. 


HOUGH described as having a 
“soul naturally Anglican,” she 


has ‘been campaigning many. 


years for a liberal revision of the En- 
glish marriage and divorce laws and 
she has often attacked the marriage 
service of the Church of England as 
archaic. 

Recently she asked her congregation 
in the Guildhouse to pray for Mrs. 
Simpson. People have accused her of 
advocating companionate marriage a)- 
though she states that this is a mis- 
interpretation of her views. 

Of course, Maude Royden has re- 
ceived many honors in her long and 
distinguished career. In 1930 she 
was made a Companion of Honor and 
two years later she received from the 
University of Glasgow an honorary 
degree of doctor of divinity which had 
been bestowed on a woman only once 
before. In 1935 she received the hon- 
orary degree of doctor of law from the 
University of Liverpool.

Two hights after that, robbers 


broke into a printing plant in St. Paul, 
put engraved plates on the presses 


and ran off a series of bogus notes. 
They stole nothing, but in the haste 
of'a getaway they left behind them a 
partially printed $10 note—a proof 
print—later found under a press. 

On the following day, the North- 
western National Bank in Minneapolis 
reported to the Secret Service that 
counterfeiters were circulating a spuri- 
ous $10 bill. Two of these turned up 
at the bank. Uncle Sam’s men started 
an investigation. 

Unknown to the crooks, the Duluth 
engraver turned a trick on the men 
who imprisoned him. While they had 
him in their,power, working under the 
muzzle of a gun, he made one extra 
negative. This he slid under a pile of 
steel engravings. It was the face of 
the note. When released from his 
work shop prison that Monday morn- 
ing, the engraver turned the negative 
over to the Secret Service. 

With only this slim evidence to go 
on, Secret Service men started on the 
trail of the counterfeiters, coupled 
them with the engraving and printing 
jobs and robbery. That was in late 

August and early September, 1934. 


the manager of a large printing es- 

tablishment notified the Secret 
Service that he had received a mysteri- 
ous telephone call from an unknown 
man who wanted some particular work 
done—the printing of a utility bond. 
An emergency job. Saturday after- 
noon the plant was closed, only the 
management on duty. 

The Secret Service agents were sent 
to the shop — Grady Boatwright and 
his assistant, Lauren Jackson. They 
formulated a plan of action. Instead 
of one man, two men arrived. They 
made a bluff about getting some stock 
certificates printed along with the util- 
ity bonds. Wanted a certain brand of 
green ink; like that used on United 
States currency. 

Boatwright and Jackson had sta- 
tioned themselves in the company’s of- 
fice and posed as officials. When the 
two men arrived, Boatwright was be- 
hind a desk in his shirt sleeves. Feb- 
ruary, it was cold outside; but the 
plant’s offices were heated. 

The men had on overcoats. Boat- 
wright, supposedly manager of the 
plant, invited them to take off their 
overcoats. They said ‘‘No."’ | 

While one man talked business, the 
other sat in a chair, in the middle of 
the room, both hands thrust deep in

his overcoat pockets. Boatwright sus- - 


pected the man was armed. 

Then the visitors asked to be shown 
through the plant—the deal consum- 
mated. Boatwright sensed this was 
the moment for a planned holdup. He 
asked them to wait a minute. Every- 
body in the room stood. As Boat- 
wright brushed by the larger of the 
two men, a pistol was felt through his 
coat pocket. 

By a prearranged signal, Jackson 
from another room ordered a radio po- 
lice car to come quietly — without 
blowing sirens—to the assistance of 
the Secret Service agents. The call 
was put in, but no time to wait for 
responding officers. The duo de 
manded action. They were in a hurry. 
Wanted to see the plant, and see it 
right away. Also, stage their holdup. 
They had their eyes on a safe. 

“All right,”’ Boatwright said— 
stepped in front of the taller man, 
grabbed both his hands, jerked two 
Colt .46-caliber revolvers from him, 
tossed them away and turned to cover 
the other man. Jackson stepped 
through the door and pounced on the 
first man, who tried to recover his 
own guns. 

The radio car came and hauled the 
two men to jail. They were indignant, 
put up a front. Demanded to know 
why they were arrested. When photo- 
graphed and fingerprinted they ad- 
mitted being escaped convicts from the 
Idaho State Penitentiary. . 

One man turned out to be John 
Knight Giles, alias John Douglas, alias 
Basil Haig, and also known as John K. 
Laird. He had been serving a lifetime 
for murder.

Comfortably situated, the boys were 
ready to “turn on the works’; have a 
good time on spurious money.

On the way “Zangy” met up with 
Larry Leibson, who had been “working 
the other side of the street.”

With purchase receipts from Market 
street stores, Secret Service men un- 
covered a long list of counterfeit ac 
tivities. On the men arrested were 
several hundred good dollars received 
in change—and the keys to their hote] 
rooms. 

At the St. Francis Hotel, “Zangy” 
had a private safe deposit box. Mapn- 
ager McCabe opened it for the Secret 
Service. A fortune in jewels—mostly 
pearls—came to view. All had been 
purchased with counterfeit money. In 
the deposit box there were 140 of the 
$20 Federal Reserve notes—$2800 in 
counterfeit money. 


OW the trail led backward. In 

“Zangy’s’’ room was a telegram 

from a Joe Gould, telling the 
traveler to “keep the car as long as 
needed.”” That divulged the owner- 
ship of the roadster. 

Secret Service agents in New York, 
Dallas, Miami, El’ Paso and other 
places went on the job. Across from 
Nogales, Arizona, in Old Mexico, they 
found a Japanese proprietor of a night 
club who had been “gypped’”’ plenty by 
the Broadway boys. The Jap gave out 
good Mexican pesos for phony Amer- 
ican money—in change. Plus a good 
time. 

Engelsher and Leibson denied hav- 
ing seen each other—unatil “‘Zangy” 
gave Larry “a ride out of Los An- 
geles.’’ Through a check-up of hotel 
phone calls between the men, ‘‘Tex” 
Strange of the Secret Service nailed 


that He. 


Repair bills and receipts secured in 
garages—Atlanta, New Orleans, Dallas 
and points South—helped. retrace the 
route of two men in the roadster. 
They scattered a small fortune in 
counterfeit money. 

Through the New York underworld, 
“Zangy”’ was liberated on a $10,000 
bond pending his trial. Leibson, who 
pleaded guilty forthwith, got 10 years 
on McNeil Island. His friends in Hol- 
lywood failed him on the money end. 

One lad in prison and one at large. 
Wilson, the clerk’ who really put an 
end to the activities, drove at night 
over the Skyline boulevard to Santa 
Crus. At least, he started toward that 
point. A carload of hoodlums riddled 
the Wilson auto with bullets.

Jehovah's Witnesses simply attest 
the inevitability of Biblical proph- 
ecles and make no attempt to 
hurry them. : 

Herman Henschel, present act- 
ng superintendent, says that the 
nly object of the gentle people 
who come to Tompkins County to 
run the farm is “to assist in 
preaching the gospel of the King- 
dom. 

“We have no doctrines,” he 
says quietly. “No doctrines of 
any kind. We are just teaching 
Jehovah’s word. We just teach 
he Bible from cover to cover, 
leaving out nothing and putting 


nothing in. On Wednesday eve- 
nings we have an hour’s Bible 
service in the administration 
building. Each morning we also 
have a short service. 

“Our organization is not a sect 
oracult. People are not asked to 
join and they are never turned 
away. No one is ever asked ‘to 
contribute money. Voluntary of- 
ferings are accepted. There are 


“no Salaries paid to any one. Al- 


though we don’t keep records of 
our membership, a strict record is 
kept of every penny taken in and 
every penny expended.” 

Henschel says he doesn’t con- 
sider the association a religious 
organization, even though it is a 
Christian society. The Witnesses 
avoid formalism and ceremony. 
They have no clergy and the only 


temporal authority they recognize 
in their. religious attitude is tra- 
dition. Jehovah's Witnesses simp- 
ly don’t see any need for formality 
and group action in serving. their 
Divinity. On the other hand they 
have a low opinion of the individ- 
ual, 4 

“‘We believe that the individual 

as an individual does not amount 
to anything. His only function is 
to spread the word of Jehovah as 
best he may and to enter into. a 
contract with the Lord to do his 
will. His reward is the DiNeAS 
of the Lord,”
